WASHINGTON, Dec. 4 — More 
than 1,000 four-englned bombers— 
the American weapon the Axis 
dreads most—rolled out of aircraft 
factories in November, output of 
all United Statee planes reached a 
record 8,789, and naval construction 
also climbed to a new peak that 
Included completion of about a 
doaen aircraft carriers. 
The great gains of the most suc­ 
cessful month of war production 
were made known In separate an­ 
nouncements from the war produc­ 
tion board and the navy depart­ 
ment while on Capitol Hill plans 
were disclosed for expansion of 
west coast navy installations to 
speed the flow of men and ma­ 
terials Into tbs war with Japan. 
Plana Cvary Five Minutes 
WPS Chairman Donald M. Nel­ 
son said a military plane came off 
the assembly lines oftener than 
once every five minutes as produc­ 
tion continued to climb over the 
October output of 8,362 planes, the 
previous record. 
One thousand big bombers In a 
month long has been a hoped-for 
figure and Nelson noted that in 
achieving it the weight of planes 
produced in November exceeded 
October by 7 percent. 
Secretary of the Navy 
Knox 
told a press conference that com­ 
bat vessels constituted by far the 
largest percentage of the record 
quarter million tons of naval craft 
turned out In November. 
He could not tell the exact num­

LONDON, Dec. 4—A provisional 
government beaded by the civilian 
leader of tbs Red-starred national 
liberation 
authority

formed to rule Yugoslav areas lib­ 
erated from the Germans, the free 
Yugoslav radio announced today. 
p r. Ivan RI bar, first president 
of the first Yugoslav constitutional 
assembly In Belgrade after the last 
‘war, was elected president of the 
newly-formed parliament and bead 
of the liberated territories, the 
broadcast slid.

KNOX 'EXPLAINS' 
TARAWA LOSSES 


Says Pre-Invasion Blow At 


Japs Topped Berlin Raid 


B r TIN A m e nts* frees. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 4 — The 
bloody lessons of warfare that the 
Americans and Japanese traded at 
Tarawa brought these reactions 
Friday from the head of the navy 
and a marine who wee there; 
1.—Secretary Knox taking note 
of "criticism" concerning the griev­ 
ous loss of American life in captur­ 
ing the Pacific atoll, asserted the 
wellprepared Japanese withstood 
a pre-invasion pounding "like noth­ 
ing before in the history of war­ 
fare." 
2.—A marine corps combat cor­ 
respondent, who took part in the 
operations, caid 
"something ap­ 
peared to have gone wrong”—that 
the marines had expected to find 
the Japanese practically wiped out 
by air and naval bombardment, but 
actually encountered a ferocious 
defense. 
Jape Were Well Dug In 
The Japanese, who killed 1,026 
American* and wounded 2.557 more 
before they were annihilated in 
three days of fighting were able to 
inflict such a toll, Knox told a 
press conference, for three main 
reasons: 
1.—They had shelters and gun 
emplacements so heavily built and 
so deeply dug at the main position 
at Betio that they could withstand 
a "great number of bite.” 
2.—Tree* and camouflage make 
it Impossible always to get the in­ 
formation needed from aerial pho­ 
tography in planning an attack. In 
this connection, Knox said there 
had been “oritlclem by arm chair 
strategists” that we had insuffi­ 
cient information concerning de­ 
fenses. 
3.—A change of wind -hung up 
some American sos an it boats on a 
reef where the men were easy tar­ 
gets for the Japanese. 
770 Tent Of Bomba Used 
Knox said th at 2,200 tons of 
•hells of all else*, 700 tone of 
bombs and millions of rounds of 
machine gun bullet* were poured 
Into the enemy prior to the land 
Assaults. 
This heavy weight of explosives 
and shell fire, he noted, exceeded 
the total dropped in a "big" raid 
on the vastly larger target of Ber­ 
lin. 
Indeed, said Knox, most of 
the Tarawa target wal within an 
area of about a square mile.

THERE la no question about the im portance of 
the m eeting a t Cairo, or the new confer­ 
ence with M arshal Stalin in Iran, or w hether 
It la taking place. Yet, due to the circum stance* 
of these momentous gatherings, chiefly the al­ 
most hysterical suspense created by the secrecy 
surrounding them, the results are likely to seem 
disappointing. 
In every case, the decisions reached concern 
long-range objectives. There have been, so far, 
no Immediate repercussions of m ajor magnitude. 
Even the m ilitary plans developed, which are 
more tangible than the general policies form ulat­ 
ed, do not become Immediately evident. The trou­ 
ble is th at we expect to much. 
W hen dealing with m atter* of such tremendous 
scope as the waging of global warfare, spokes­ 
men for governm ents have no power to produce 
quick results and only lim ited power to make 
sensational decisions. They are ae completely 
the pawns of reality and lim itations aa the people 
who w ant to think history can he m ade by wish­ 
ful thinking. 
This Is Im portant only ag it affect* the future 
of the Aotijrnational conference m ethod of con­ 
ducting International affairs. It is probablt th at 
in th* years Immediately ahead, inch conferences 
will he held m ore frequently. They prom ise much 
for the security of the world, depending on the 
vision of the conferees and on the attitudes of 
th e peoples they represent. 
W hen spokesmen for the United Btates oan 
m eet w ith spokesmen for G reat Britain, Russia, 
China and w hatever other nations may ba sal­ 
vaged from the wreckage of this war as a m atter 
of routine, the omen for International stabilization 
built on m utual understanding will shine with 
unprecedented brightness.

Ickes who. In a signed article iu 
Collier’s Weekly, says the govern­ 
ment doeso’t Intend to compete 
with the domestic oil industry. 
“At the risk of being called a 
scarclly-raonger. or something even 
worse, I insist that we must pro­ 
ceed without further delay to pro­ 
duce gasoline from coal, of which 
we have a tremendous supply, aud 
from oil ahale,” Ickes writes. 
“I 
predict that we may live to see the 
end of gasoline age unless we 
tackle the job objectively.” 
Mr. Ickes, who also Is solid fuels 
adm inistrator, states that Ameri­ 
ca’s oil reserves are equivalent to 
13 or 13 years’ consumption at the 
pre-war rate of one and a half 
billion barrels a year and adds: 
“ But these reserves can’t con- 


muci coal could provide one and 
a half billion gallons of synthetic 
liquid fuel each year for 1,000 
years and still leave enough coal 
for all other present day purposes.

Day And He’s Still Doing O.K.

T 
HIS chunky built chap. Ruddy complexion. 
Sport clothes. No h a t H ealthy looking. Bland 
smile. “Rem em ber m e? Used to be a fighter. 
Defense w orker now. Think hard. You one# 
w rote columns about me.” 
W hy, of course. Jimm y McLarnin. 
Time flies. H e was 20 when I first saw him, 
a tiny fellow as elusive as a butterfly, weighing 
a little m ore than IOO pounds. Now here he Is, 38 
In age. and tipping the beam, as we used to cay, 
a t 150 pounds. 
I asked about his manager, gnarled and rheumy 
old Pop Foetor, wounded in W orld W ar I fighting 
w ith the Canucks, and for 12 years as fiercely 
protective of the interests of Jim m y McLarnin 
aa a police dog toward her pupa. H e la still 
around somewhere. 
No fighter since the days of Billy Nolan and 
B attling Nelson ever had a m anager as fretful 
and demanding as Pop Foster for Jim m y Mc­ 
Larnin. One half of I percent. One ounce. T hat 
is how fine Pop shaved his term s on moneys and 
weights. A lam e old man with a cockney accent. 
A bald old m an in unkem pt apparel. But a tough 
old m an dealing w ith prom oters for Jim m y Mc­ 
Larnin. 
J 
IMMY was a little boy when Pop picked him 
up. They lived together, starved together, 
prospered together. Jim m y quit after 12 years of 
fighting, with all his marbles, as the saying is, 
m eaning uninjured, unscarred. 
H e had plenty of money saved. Probably still 
has. Pop Is okay, too. 
You can tick off on the fingers of one hand 
the num ber of fighters who quit the ring with 
money and still have it. McLarnin Is one. Tunney 
is another. Maybe Billy Petrolle, one of Mc- 
L arnin’s old opponents. Dempsey, perhaps. Jack 
Sharkey. How they get rid of It no one knows. 
Bad Investments. Booze. 
McLarnin was a really great fighter, one of 
two in my tim e who a t their best w ere not title- 
holders hut better than the champions. The other 
wag Packy M cFarland. McLarnin became w elter­ 
weight champion three years off his finish. F or 
five years before that Pop Foster was dictating 
term s to champions, taking the big end of the 
money. M cLarnin was the draw ing card. He 
needed no title. 
He finally won the championship from Young 
Corbett III of California, lost it to B arney Ross, 
the m arine hero of Guadalcanal, regained It from 
Ross and lost it to him in a third meeting, all 
15 rounds. Then he was virtually through. So was 
Ross. McLarnin fought Tony Canzoneri twice and 
Lou Ambers once and the ring saw him no more. 
He got m arried and never again drew on fighting 
gloves. 
H 
E was a stylist, a great boxer who a t first 
could nob punch his way out of a paper 
bag but who became a deadly hitter. Ho fought 
Sammy Mandell for the lightw eight title and lost. 
He was knocked out in seven rounds in D etroit 
by Ray Miller, one of those half-accidental upsets. 
He was a silent, smiling, naive kid w ith. no 
gift of gab in his fistic heyday. In the ring he 
suggested a small boy who had ju st been thor­ 
oughly scrubbed by his mother. 
He had no ferocity. He was quietly and deftly 
methodical in approach. He stood neatly bal­ 
anced on his toes, drew leads from the other 
fellow and whipped over his lethal punch w ithout 
undue excitement. Old Pop Foster climbed pain­ 
fully up and down in hie corner betw een rounds, 
talking to McLarnin In low even tones. They 
were an odd pair, the old man and the little boy. 
McLarnin had no bad habits. He did not drink, 
did not smoke, did not stay up nights. H is first 
girl was the one he married. 
He w ent into* no business when he quit the 
ring. He tried no speculations, no ventures of 
any kind. He lived on w hat he saved, playing 
a little golf, going to pictures with his wife, a 
quiet, genteel, homey, retired man a t an early 
age.

|BW TORK—Just to get things in the right perspective before the 
superlatives start to overwhelm us, it should be pointed out 
quite calmly that Moss H art’s “Winged Victory," a government-spon­ 
sored saga of th* U. S. air'forces, is not th* great American drama, 
no everlasting beacon in the realm of dramatic -literature. 
I think that statement is necessary because you’re going to beer 
from all sides so much about how *

marvelous it Is that the unwary

that 
Shakespeare 
was a prelim boy 
and O’Neill a lackey of the pulps. 
“Winged Victory" is great enter­ 
tainment, aa example of great 
showmanship and quits the best 
thing Hart has even done in a 12- 
year career that includes some 


fairly «igh spots. It is a simple tale 
told in terms of extravagansa, a 
combination that succeeds about as 
often as a miser parts with a dol­ 
lar. 
For this success I give more 
credit to Hart th* director than to 
Hart the writer. It la a staging lob 


from ’way back and around the cor 
ner. 
In th* 17 scenes of the two-act 
production Hart tells the story of 
the men who make -up th* air 
forces in the terms of elx youths 
from various parts of the country 
and various walks of life from the 
time they anxiously await word 
from the war department to re 
port for training, through the days 
of training d ru d g e r to th* tem 
cering fire of battle. 
It doesn’t preach patriotism; the 
facts simply are presented in dr* 
matte form and that is quite 
enough.

commander; 
how be has flown In an army 
bomber many thousands of miles 
around the country to all types of 
air training camps, where he min 
gled incognito with the cadets and 
got their personal reactions to 
their experiences; how auditions of 
hundreds of air forces men were 
beld and about 300 of them selected 
tor th* production.
